to continue her work. 


For the past year she has been liv- 


ing quietly in Oakland, mo.-.t of tJn- 
time being spent in a little villa In 
Piedmont foothills, where she has beei; 
weaving material, gathered in time.:; 
past for a book Which Is to be caJle<: 
"Enchantment of Gold and Sliver." 


"Ever since I was thirteen years ok; 


I have been gathering matter for this: 
book," said Mrs. Mighels today. I am 
a native of this State, in fact I wat 
horn on Mormon Island, wti>;re thosr 
escaped convicts camped. I intended; 
going to Mormon Island, the home 01' 
my child-hood, when the convicts' es- 
cape waa published, but now I will 
have to give up the contemplated trlr 
as I will not (have time to go there be- 
for xny .lourney to the East.

In fact, I was rocked Ir, 
a grold miner's cradle. My mother of- 
ten told me the story of how. when ] 
was a little crying babe, th-jre toeing 
no crib In which I could sleep, somf 
old red shirted miners took one of theli 
gold cradles and In that I war put and 
daily rocked to sleep. So you see I have 
absorbed plenty of the life of the min- 
ing camp which I have worked into my 
new book. 
"Even though I was a .native of thlf 


golden State and It will be the feature 
of my book, I am not a lov.'r'of thf 
mines and mining, .but of agriculture. 
Strange as It may seem, even though J 
am literary I am n-ot a Bohemian and 
do not want to be called one.

Not 
satisfied with committing .the crime of 
robbery, Whitelaw had beaten an aged 
and defenseless woman with a 
re- 


volver, nearly killing her. 
The court 


said the facts justified 
the 
severest 


penalty the law could impose, and he 
accordingly sentenced him to Folsom 
prison for the term of his natural life. 


LAUGHED AT JUDGE. 


Whitelaw laughed as he resumed his 
seat beside Nolan', who whispered his 
condolences. 
Attorney Schooler then 


brought up the case of Nolan, and said 
he desired to introduce pome testimony 
in Nolan's favor in mitigation of sen- 
tence. 


William Durham, a pressman on a 


morning- newspaper, testified that 
he 


saw Xolan standing on the corner 
of 


Haight and Steiner 
streets 
shortly 


after noon on March 4th. The witness

Mr. Joseph 
Chamberlain 
has re- 


cently encountered two very 
severe 


shocks In advocating his scheme of a 
preferential tariff. 


The cotton spinners of the Lanca- 


shire district have organized and de- 
manded a categorical answer to the 
question wliether he proposes to tax 
cotton from other countries in order to 
give a tariff preference to the British 
colonies and dependencies that pro- 
duce cotton. Mr. Chamberla.in has re- 
plied that he does not propose to tax 
raw -materials entering into manufac- 
tures. 


The second shock comes from the 


Co-operative Workingmen's Stores. He 
will not find It easy to placate opposi- 
tion In this quarter. The Co-opera- 
tive Workingmen's Stores are an Incor- 
porated concern, having Its headquar- 
ters in Manchester and branches In all 
the chief manufacturing districts. 
It 


is said to Include in- Its membership 
one-sixth of all the working people In 
England. It Is operating with an In- 
vested, capital of $195,000,000, all be- 
longing to 
laboring 
men. It 
owns 


mills, factories ancl numerous stores; 
lends money to Its members to buy or 
build homes, and 
conducts 
funerals, 


restaurants, libraries and places of rec- 
reation. 


It was founded more than sixty years 


ago by a few poor laborers to enaHe 
workin-gmen to buy their 
food and 


clothes at cost. It .has thriven beyond 
all precedent, and so successful has It 
beep. In furthering the objects sought 
that private business concerns cannot 
stand: 'before It. 


As the primary purpose of this great 


co-operative concern Is to furnish the 
working 
people 
who constitute Its 


members with cheap food, It can be 
readily seen that 
Mr. 
Chamberlain's 


proposals to tax food stuffs comes as a 
direct challenge which not only threat- 
ens the 
object 
of the Co-operative 


Stores, but the vast capital Invested 
In It as well. Naturally the -members 
of this powerful 
society are up In 


arms against Mr. Chamberlain arid tils 
proposed food tax. 
They are organiz- 


ing and con-ducting a campaign of ed- 
ucation to 'defeat a.t the polls any can- 
didate for Parliament that endorses It. 


Mr. Chamberlain's disclaimer -of a.ny 


Intention of levying preferential duty 
on raw material has not entirely pli- 
cated the cotton mill owners, who ar- 
gue that preferential duties on "food 
stuffs may provoke other countries to 
place retaliatory duties on manufac- 
tured cottons, coming from Engla.nd. 
Besides, they are afraid that making 
food dearer will cause the "mill hawls 
to demand higher wages. The manu- 
facturers of woolens take the same 
view of the matter. 


In addition the financial and mer- 


cantile elements are developing oppo- 
sition to the scheme. The recent de3- 
laration of the Vice .President of the 
Bank of England that it would be dan- 
gerous to depart fr«m the, policy -of 
free trade Is significant of this. Mr. 
Chamberlain's allies and converts are 
making a good deal of noise, but the 
deeps of the British nation are moving 
stronglf If more silently against a. re- 
turn to the poHcy of making food dear- 
er by taxation. 


GRAFTING LABOR LEADERS. 


Recently Charles Murphy, formerly 


treasurer of the 
Journeymen Stone 


Cutters' Union, wa* convicted in New 
York of embezzling funds belonging to 
the Union, and sentenced to five years 
in Sing Sing. 
His trial .revealed an 


ugly phase of the labor troubles In the 
metropolis. 


Murphy set up as a defense that the 


money embezzled was the proceeds of 
blackmail levied oh contractors as the 
price of allowing strikers to work. He 
claimed that the money was divided up 
among a number of labor leaders and 
walking delegates, who squandered It 
or otherwise appropriated It to their 
own use. 


Golonel Andrew D. Balrd, member of 


a large farm having a number of ex- 
tensive contracts 
on 
hand, testified 


that he had paid the walking delegate 
of the Stone Cutters' Union $10,000 In 
order that' his stone cutters might get 
permission to return to work. 
This 


was part of the $27,000 embezzled by 
Murphy. 


Judge Newburger said the prop- 


£sitlon that the defense set up was 
Irrelevant. 
He said It .did not matter 


how the money was obtained—by what 
method or under what pretense—it was 
held In trust by 
Murphy 
for 
the 


union. He said 
Murphy's assertion 


that he divided the blackmail money 
with others, whether true 
or 
false, 


did not affect the 
question 
of his 


guilt. He had no more right to give it 
to others than he-had to appropriate it 
himself. 
The fact that 
the 
money 


was obtained Illegally and dishonestly 
did not relieve him of his duty to ac- 
count for It. 
' 


This is sound law, which, however, 


is not a question for particular con- 
sideration. Proving In court that con- 
tractors are being bled by "grafters" 
holding places of trust and authority 
In the labor unions IB a matter of deep 
concern. The facts of this particular 
case seem beyond dispute. 


How many other labor disputes have 


been 
hampered 
In 
settlement 
by 


"grafters," v:ho try to levy blackmail 
for themselves Instead of serving the 
cause of their unions?

THE OMINOUS WHITE LINES. 


Must One Study His Thumb Nails In Or-

have those lines, 43 per cent of idiots, 
and BO per cent of lunatics. He believes 
that the lines denote some degeneracy 
of the upper nervous system, and that 
they are not purely physical, but are 
connected with physical, moral and In- 
tellectual change. 


This is pi-obably the first time that 
medical science has honored tha thumb 
with so much attention, although It long 
ago found Its way in literature. Form- 
erly the thumb was held In high regard 
by the superstitious. 
"By the pricking of my thumbs 


Something wiuked this way comes." 
chanted the E'Irst Witch in "Macbeth," 
and Shakespeare's consideration of the 
thumb as a darmatic quality, is again 
shown in the servants' quarrel In "Ho- 
rneo and Juliet": 
"Do you bite your tluirnb at us. sir?" 
For to bite the thumb At a neighbor 
was an act against the honor of either 
a Montague or a Capulet, and so came 
the first clash in the great Jove tragedy. 
The theory that the hall of the thumb 
is marked by different lines In each per- 
son la made the hobby or the chief char- 
acter in Mary 
Twain's 
"Pudd'n'head 
Wilson," who collected th= thtunb prints 
of all with whom he came In' contact 
and thus eventually cleared the mys- 
tery of the changed babies. 
The modern palmist 
reads character 


IA the 
thtimb and 
the person whose 
thumb is supple and may be bent far 
back toward the wrist Is said to be ca- 
pable of great Influence .over 
others. 
Then there is the broad, fiat thumb, 
that denotes strength, and the tapper- 
ing thumb that Is supposed to give its 
possessor intellect. 
Now a German specialist has made a 
study of the thumb nail. 
A hasty ex- 
amination will disclose whether one is 
normally 
or 
abnoramlly 
classed.

according to this authority, the largest
